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Utopia 

(With  apologies  to  Sir  Thomas  More) 

Since  I love  dear  old  Grady  School  so  much  and  since  I realize  that 
my  days  here  are  numbered,  I wish  to  express  my  honest  opinion  as  to 
how  this  school  should  be  run.  Please  believe  me  when  I say  that  I sin- 
cerely desire  the  following  changes : 

1.  The  student  body  should  be  given  full  power  to  hire  and  fire  the 
teachers.  Any  teacher  who  flunks  a student  should  be  fired  immediately 
whether  she  can  be  replaced  or  not.  Anyway,  all  teachers  who  have  reach- 
ed the  age  of  21  should  retire  and  go  to  the  County  Home  to  live. 

2.  Our  library  which  contains  so  many  books  and  magazines,  should 
have  a lot  of  the  more  enjoyable  reading  material.  So  far,  Mr.  Edgerton 
has  not  subscribed  to  any  True  Story  Magazines,  True  Romances,  or  any 
funny  books,  such  as  True  Comics,  etc.,  for  our  library.  This  is  a shame 
and  certainly  should  be  called  to  the  attention  of  Mr.  Edgerton  and  Mrs. 
Davis,  the  librarians.  This  suggestion  will  probably  not  meet  with  their 
approval,  but  something  should  be  done  about  so  grave  a matter ! 

3.  Class  periods  should  never  last  longer  than  ten  minutes,  except 
that  period  immediately  after  lunch  which  should  be  two  hours  for  the 
benefit  of  those  who  like  to  take  long  naps.

Instead  of  paying  a dime  for  admis- 
sion as  heretofore,  these  pictures  should  be  free  to  us.  The  members  of 
the  school  board  could  easily  pay  for  them,  and  I am  sure  they  would  be 
glad  to  do  that  for  the  school.  (Suppose  we  let  Miss  Landen  ask  them  if 
they  are  willing.) 

5.  It  is  the  general  opinion  around  school  that  it  is  Miss  Powell’s 
duty  to  notify  all  teachers  (at  least  ten  days  in  advance)  if  she  intends 
to  work  with  hydrogen  sulfide  in  the  laboratory.  She  should  take  spe- 
cial pains  to  notify  Mrs.  Davis.  A better  plan  still  would  be  to  move  the 
science  department  into  another  building  at  least  500  yards  from  the 
main  buildings. 

6.  There  is  another  problem  which  should  be  considered.  Teachers 
and  students  wear  themselves  out  going  from  one  place  to  another  on 
the  campus  and  up  and  down  stairs.

teachers  should  have  elevators  or  escalators  to  ride  on.  This  matter  should 
be  called  to  Mr.  O.  P.  Johnson’s  attention.  The  county  could  pay  one- 
half  the  cost  of  installation  (the  amount  to  be  deducted  from  Mr.  John- 
son’s salary  over  a period  of  years),  and  D.  L.  Smith  would  gladly  pay 
the  rest  just  for  the  privilege  of  riding! 
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7.  Each  classroom,  instead  of  having  hard,  straight,  uncomfortable 
chairs,  should  be  fitted  out  with  the  latest  in  davenports  upon  which 
one  could  really  enjoy  a nap  at  school.  By  each  davenport  should  be  a 
small  table  on  which  will  be  placed  a telephone  and  a radio  for  conven- 
ience. I f the  subject  being  discussed  in  class  becomes  too  dry  and  boring 
the  student  can  turn  on  his  radio  or  call  up  a friend.  (It  should  be  against 
the  rule,  however,  for  more  than  ten  students  in  any  one  room  to  have 
their  radios  on  at  one  time.)

9.  In  this  perfect  school  that  I am  visualizing  I hope  to  see  teachers 
taking  the  exams  instead  of  students.  The  principal  can  make  out  these 
questions  and  let  the  students  give  them.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  entire 
class  to  see  that  the  teachers  do  not  cheat.  If  grading  these  takes  too 
much  of  Mr.  Edgerton’s  time,  he  can  call  on  students  like  Gerald  Waters 
and  Coolidge  Turner  to  help  him. 

10.  It  would  certainly  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  students  if  Uncle 
Sam  would  see  fit  to  establish  an  air  base  just  in  front  of  our  school 
building.  This  would  eliminate  the  need  of  school  buses;  the  pilots  could 
take  all  the  children  home  in  transport  planes.  (Now  wouldn’t  Myra  Joe 
and  Evelyn  like  that?) 

11.  We  don’t  know  how  it  can  be  accomplished,  but  it  would  be  quite 
a treat  to  the  Grady  students  if  one  of  our  overflows  could  be  changed 
into  a Pepsi  Cola  overflow.
